Shelters Sought for Smokers

The Associated Student Body 
Incorporated of Clatsop Community College is 
exploring the possibility of outside smoking 
shelters on campus. 

In response to requests from smokers 
and nonsmokers alike, a "facilities use 
committee" of board members and student 
shareholders was formed November 10th to 
develop a proposal to present to the college 
administration. In a November 16th meeting, 
the committee drafted the proposal, complete 
with graphic illustrations, and sent it to college 
business manager, Jeff Whittaker. 

The committee has requested two 
wooden shelters, one outside the west 
entrance to Towler Hall and one in the 
southeast comer of the patio. These would be 
built to provide smokers shelter from the 
weather and clear the air around building 
entrances for the sake of nonsmokers who 
currently must pass through second-hand 
smoke every time they walk through a door.

Yes Virginia 

Once upon a time in the real world, a 
young man named Nicholas inherited a 
considerable amount of money and decided to 
devote it to charity. 

In the early part of the fourth century 
A.D. in the Mediterranean country of Lycia, 
life was not exactly great for folks in Nicholas' 
neighborhood. He had plenty of opportunities 
to help the needy, and it was important to him 
that the helper remain anonymous. 

For some reason history does not record, 
the young man was uncomfortable with fame. 
Perhaps his deep Christian convictions kept 
him from seeking it. Perhaps he was just 
uncomfortable being fussed over. At any rate , 
Nicholas tried to keep his good deeds secret, 
but this itself proved to be impossible. 

Legend has it that a certain nobleman in 
the town of Myra had fallen on very hard 
times. His family no longer had any money, 
and he could provide no dowries for his three 
daughters. Without a dowry in Lycia in the 
fourth century, a young women could not 
hope to marry. The man had become so 
desperate that he was about to turn his 
daughters into the streets as prostitutes to 
keep them from starving to death. 

One night, just as the dreadful decision 
was about to be made, a bag of gold flew 
straight through a window and into the 
nobleman's house. The next night, a second 
one followed: and on the third night, a third 
bag arrived "par avion". Now each daughter 
had a dowry, and soon all three of them were 
happily married. 

This would have been the end of the 
story if not for the curiosity and gratitude of 
the father of the brides. The nobleman knew 
quite well those bags of gold did not fly 
through his window on their own. They had 
been tossed by someone, and he was 
determined to find out who that someone was. 

It wasn't long before Nicholas was 
discovered, and the grateful father was prolific 
in his praise . The young man’s fame spread 
until all unexpected gifts were rumored to 
have come from him. 


Nicholas ended his life as the bishop of 
Myra: and after his death, the Catholic church 
proclaimed him a saint. One of the most 
popular saints of the early Christian church, 
Nicholas of Myra is the patron saint of Sailors, 
scholars, parish clerks, travelers, pawnbrokers, 
and of course, children.

A poem written by a doctor for his children in 
1822, plopped him into the now famous " 
miniature sleigh and eight tiny reindeer". 

Dead for over 1500 years, he has become 
the official anonymous gift giver for the world. 
So in case you thought Santa Claus was a 
cheap contrivance of a blindly commercial 
culture, think again. There was a Santa Claus; 
and he was a saint, not a salesman. 

There is a Santa Claus, and he is the 
spirit of selfless giving. He's the happy rush 
we get as we see each others eyes light up with 
joy when the packages are opened. By virtue 
of a life well lived, he is the example and the 
spirit of Christmas.

College, is a program designed to help single 
parents and displaced homemakers change 
their lives, enrich their educations and pursue 
new career opportunities. 

According to director Elaine Zea, most 
participants come into the program on their 
Own initiative. It is often a first step in the 
process of building self-esteem. Pre-nursing 
student Darlene Giefer remembers how it was. 

"I walked into Kitty Paino's office and 
said, I'll mow lawns, I'll do anything, I want to 
go to school right now!",, says Giefer. She is a 
part of the first class of "Lives" graduates as 
well as an inspiring example of the program's 
success. 

In the beginning she was a struggling 
single mother whose life was a succession of 
lousy dead-end jobs. Working as much as 80 
hours a week and unable to qualify for 
government aid, her life had been reduced to 
an exhausting struggle for survival. Her self- 
esteem was nonexistent. Now, thanks to her 
experience with "Lives in Transition" and a 
tremendous amount of determination and 
hard work, her story is much different. 

Today, Darlene is an honor student and 
Rochester scholar, working a bachelor's degree 


in Mental Health; and she's not alone in her | 


success. At the end of the last Spring term, ten 
percent of all the honor students at CCC were 
"Lives in Transition" graduates. 

Lives in transition is a one-term 
program consisting of two classes. The self 
Awareness Class teaches self-awareness and 
interpersonal communication. Life in 
Transition Planning class meets Tuesdays and 
Thursdays from 11:30 a.m. to 2:30 p.m. The 
two classes can be used as electives toward a 
CCC certificate or associate degree. Both 
classes begin January 5th and are limited to 20 
participants. A December orientation process 
precedes the classes themselves.
